Nebraska Counties Record 
4.5% Decrease In Mill Levy

Although total 
budget re- 


quirements for N e b r a s k a 
counties increased 4.5% for the 
1972-73 fiscal year, the mill 
levies 
decreased 
from 
the 


previous year by the same 
Amount — 4.5%. 


According to figures released 


by Arnold Ruhnke, executive 
director of the N e b r a s k a 
Association of County Officials, 
budgets for the counties in- 
creased §6.983.250 while the 
county 
levies 
decreased .54 


mill. 


Ruhnke attributed the drop 


in mill levy to both increased 
valuation throughout the state 
and recent legislation which 
has taken some of the financial 
burden off the county level of 
government. 


For example. Ruhnke said. 


the passage of a law by the 
1969 Legislature which is nov. 
b e g i n n i n g 
to show 
its 


effect 
resulted 
in 
a 59% 


decrease in the state institu- 
tions cost to counties. 
Last 


year's 
budget 
showed 
a 


26.6% drop in this category. 


The legislation provides that 


the state now pays costs of

AIRLINER 
CRASHES 


Jet Crash 
Claims 155 


Santa Cruz de Tenerife, Canary Islands iff) 


— A chartered Spanish jetliner carrying a group 
of German tourists crashed shortly after takeoff 
from this resort island Sunday killing all 155 
persons on board. 


It was the worst crash In Spanish civil 


aviation history and the seventh time this year 
that more than 100 persons died in a single-plane 
crash. 


The four-enyine Convair 990A Coronado 


belonged to the Spanish charter airline Spantax 
and had 148 passengers and a crew of seven. 


All Germans 


All the passengers were German, 73 men 


and 75 women, and the crew was Spanish, 
according to the airline. 


The plane took off normally from Los 


Rodeos airport on its way to Munich, but when 
it reached 1,000 feet one engine burst into 
flames, airport officials said. 


The plane plunged to the ground between 


the civilian and military airports on this island 
in the Atlantic Ocean off the coast of North 
Africa. 


One Still Alive 


Rescue squads quickly reached the burned 


plane but found only one survivors, a woman. 
She died shortly after being admitted to a 
hospital. 


Doctors said the woman had very serious 


burns all over her body and repeated in a weak 
voice, "save me, save me." 


The passengers on the doomed Spantax 


flight were part of a Bavarian bus operators' 
federation that had been vacationing oa the 
Spanish island. 


Chartered Plane 


The Germans had chartered the plane 


through a German travel agency, Gastager 
Reisen. They had arrived at Santa Cruz on 
Saturday from Casablanca, Morocco, aboard a 
Greek ship after a cruise. 


Twenty officials of the West German aviation 


agency and Traffic Ministry flew into Santa 
Cruz Sunday night and met at the airport with 
Spanish officials investigating the crash. 


The bodies of all the German victims were 


put into coffins to be flown back to Muaich. A 
chartered German jetliner took home 102 mem- 
bers of the vacation group who had not been in 
the crash 


The number of dead made it the fourth 


worst single crash in the world. The worst 
aviation disaster on record is the crash of a 
Soviet Ilyushin jet airliner in October 
near 


Moscow in which all 176 persons on board were 
killed.

The barber shop has always been a favorite haunt for 


a lot of men. Perhaps the beauty salcn is the same thing 
for women, although we wouldn't know about that. 


The barber shop was a place of conversation and relaxation. 


A Msit always included a rundown on those people who were 
both acquaintances of yours and customers of the barber. So-and- 
so was in yesterday, you might be told, and said he had 
just bought a new car. 


Or maybe the guy running the pawn shop across the street 


would be telling everyone within ear-shot how awful the latest 
parking regulations were. In the barber shop, you could gei 
answers to almost anything, from the latest sporting event 
to the landing of men on the moon. 


It was a gathering place for people from all walks of 


life, as of necessity it had to be. After all, everyone had 
to get a haircut, young and old. rich and poor. 


Generally you stuck with one barber and some barbers 


got to be almost a part of the family. In this writer's home 
town, the barber was Mr. Jones and he cut the hair of all males 
in the family for as long as any of them were there.

When 
she decided it was time, Mother would send the 


boys off to Mr. Jones. It seemed much in the same manner 
as she would send them to Louie, the pharmacist, or Mr. 
Kazliner, the neighborhood grocer. 


There were all sorts of tradesmen in those days who served 


their clientele in a very personal way. They seemed to know 
what their customers wanted better than the customes knew 
themselves. 


You conducted your affairs with individuals, not with com- 


panies or businesses. You didn't even buy from J. C. Penney's 
—you bought from Mr. Franklin who happened to work at 
J. C. Penney's. 


A haircut from Mr. Jones was a big thing, however, because 


he had a trick to keep the kids happy. As remembered, 
a haircut was 25 cents and Mr. Jones always gave you back a 
nickel for an ice-cream cone in the drug store next door. 


The loyalties he built were phenomenal and the kids would 


have elected him mayor of the town in nothing flat if they had 
been given the opportunity. 


You grew up with the habit of "your" barber as you 


did with your grocer, your doctor, your butter-and-egg man, 
etc.

Things, of course, do not remain the same and our sleepy- 


eyed barber of last week explained that his partner had taken 
a full-time job with Cushman's. That makes the shop a one-chair 
operation and "no fun," in the words of our friend. 


"No fun" means you have to work long hours and can 


never escape from the place. With many barbers, the hours 
are getting longer still because haircuts are fewer and farther 
between for everyone, with the advent of the longer styles. 


The good old shops that were a kind of community gathering 


place are disappearing and the barbers that knew their town 
and its people inside out are disappearing, too. New shops 
come along and new barbers enter the field but tJiey have 
to jazz their operation up with modern plants and techniques. 


In all the coming and going, barbering is a declining 


rather than a growing profession. Presumably, one will always 
be able to get his hair cut but the atmosphere will not necessarily 
be the same.

First Police Hearing Set

This week for the first time since it was 


created five months ago the Police Board 
of Examiners will hold a public hearing on 
a charge alleging police brutality. The com- 
plainant alleges he was 
tered1' by officers after 
a drunk driving charge.

complaints against the Lincoln Police Depart- 
ment 
was 
put 
together 
by 
M a y o r 


Sohwartzkopf and the department 
as an 


outgrowth of the Cleveland Randolph case 
and 
ensuing 
investigation a n d 
recom- 


mendations of the Human Rights Commission. 
The commission had wanted a lay board of 
police examiners. 


Instead, the mayor first created a police 


Internal Affairs Office to investigate com- 
plaints against individual policemen. Then, 
at the urging of the commission and other 
community interests, the Board of Examiners 
was set up. The board receives oases for 
hearing at the discretion of the mayor. 


Thus far only three complaints have been 


filed through the mayor s office requesting a 
Board of Examiners hearing. Two were dis- 
missed by the mayor, who said neither war- 
ranted mvectigation. 


We have felt all along that the mayor 


did not go far enough in setting up the in- 
vestigative machinery. The public does not 
have enough influence in investigating citizen 
complaints against the police. Such complaints 
can be pretty much bottled up by the mayor 
if he so chooses, or within the police depart- 
ment itself. 


One point is significant however, and that 


is that there has been only three complaints 
filed against the department in the past five 
months and only one has been set for hearing. 
In a city this size many more complaints 
would be expected. Expected, that is, unless 
the department was doing a good job. 


There have been instances of heavy-hand- 


ed behavio'- on the part of the police depart- 
ment in the past. Perhaps because of the 
publicity surrounding the Randolph case and 
the setting up of the investigative machinery, 
department 
personnel 
have 
cooled 
i t 


somewhat. Whatever has happened, the fact 
that the procedure set up for investigating 
citizen complaints against the police has been 
used but once m five months speaks well 
for the department as a whole. 


Opinion Split On Monument 


It was encouraging to note that so many 


people attended the State Department of 
Economic Development's public hearing last 
week on a proposal by private developers 
to erect a Pioneer Monument over Interstate 
80 near Greenwood and that opinion of the 
proposal was so sharply divided. 


Testimony at the hearing showed that 


no matter what their opinion of the monument, 
people care about the history of their state 
and its solemn beauty. 


We're not definitely committed to the 


Pioneer Monument as proposed by t h e 
developers, but we're not opposed to the idea 
that the story of Nebraska could be told 
in steel and thermoplastic and that the project 
could be money-making. 


We share the view of H. Daniel Smith 


of Ashland that Nebraska's beauty is subtle, 
that the state is "grand and unchangeable," 
We. too. glory in its simplicity. 


But what rule of esthetics prevents man's 


hand from creating a striking and appropriate 
contrast to the land? 


It may be that the governor's monument 


commission and Gov. Exon himself will decide 
that public right-of-way should not be given 
over to the proposed type of private use 
or that the Pioneer Monument does not ap- 
propriately express the greatness of the state 
and its history. 


The merits of this proposal aside, no one 


should 
buy the 
proposition that natural 


landscape — be it grand and unchanging 
or otherwise — and man-made monuments 
are incompatible. There are too many ex- 
amples which prove that assumption wrong. 


Man has done enough to desecrate the 


land. The auto graveyards that occasionally 
stand exposed beside rural highways are but 
one example of the porcine side of our nature. 
But that doesn't mean that man is incapable 
of creating something which exalts the land.

Seasonal Business 


Gibbon and Kearney supply 


people on the 140-employe staff 
at the plant. The operation 
furnishes the community with 
an annual payroll of $450,000 
which would increase to in ex- 
cess of a half million dollars 
or more with additional birds 
to process. 


"We have about all we can 


handle with the available labor 
force now between Thanksgiv- 
ing and Christmas so any ad- 
ditional production will have 
to come along at other times 
of the year. 


"They 
process 
and 
raise 


birds on a year round basis in 
Minnesota and it could be done 
there as well," Olson said. 


About 30?£ of the birds pro- 


cessed at the plant are sold 
to 
customers

with the rest going to markets 
in Chicago, Detroit and Ohio 
cities "A few even go all the 
way to the East Coast," Olson 
said. 


Many Changes

"There were times when we. 


wondered if we would be able 
to keep the plant open. The 
cost of either program alone

If the plant had closed it 


could have left many of the 
producers without a place to 
market their birds or forced 
them into a contract arrange- 
ment with a conglomerate.

Olson and Dr. Earl Gleeves, 


extension poultryman at the 
University of Nebraska, 
feel 


that the key to a year-round 
turkey operation in Nebraska 
is better poultry housing. 


"You need a good insulated 


building with good ventelation 
to keep it warm in winter and 
cocl, or at least comfortable 
in summer. Some poultrymen 
have experienced severe losses 
because of weather problems. 
In a way, they are paying for 
the housing through losses any- 
way," Gleeves said. 


An expansion in the state's 


turkey industry could provide 
substantial benefits to grain 
farmers as well. Dr. Gleeves 
estimates that it takes 80 Ibs. 
of grain to produce a mature 
turkey.

It 
is supposed to show the ar^n 
that might be flooded in a 100 
year ram or in effect the worst 
flood that could be expected 
in 100 years. 


The huge floods in Iowa,

eastern states has been an ex- 
perience that has tended to 
cause the engineers to max- 
imize the flood plain in their 
plans. 


One reason is that each time

that will soak up water and 
the runoff from hard surfac» 
areas is much faster than from 
grassed areas which can in- 
crease sharply the amount of 
water entering a flood area.

up the Soil C o n s e r v a t i o n 
Service in their phone book 
and ask about the land, its

Sunday fewer than 1 in 12 
advertising claims for television

formation upon which an in- 
formed, intelligent choice could 
be based," said the report. 


The report was prepared by 


the Institute for Public Interest 
R e p r e s e n t a t i o n of the 
Georgetown 
University 
Law 


Center at the request of the 
Federal Trade Commission. 


The FTC, which challenged 


television-set manufacturers in 
October 1971 to back up their 
advertising claims, had said it 
lacked the experts to analyze 
the highly technical material 


submitted 
by 
the manufac- 


turers. 


The 
Georgetown 
institute 


hired George Peter, a former 
TV store operator and now a 
physics - and - space - r csearch 
engineer at Cornell University 
to analyze the claims. 


The FTC had asked the in- 


dustry 
to 
substantiate 
59 


claims. 
Manufacturers 
at- 


tributed 9 of the claims to 
dealers. Of the 50 remaining, 
the Georgetown report found 
only four to be substantiated, 
unique claims. 


The report described 14 of

CBS Camera Crew Beaten, Telecast Canceled 


... FIVE NON-UNION MEMBERS ASSAULTED IN NEW YORK AT JETS-SAINTS GAME 


New York UP) — The struck

its scheduled Sunday telecast of the New

Football League game after five members 
of a non-union CBS camera crew

Several TV cables also were cut and

CBS fell short ot blaming union members 


for the incident but said the destruction had 
taken place "in support" of the strike by 
network technician. 


None of the crew, made of management 


workers, was hospitalized. 


CBS Broadcast Group President John A. 


Schneider said later: 


"What happened at Shea Stadium this 


morning was barbarous and we are in- 


vestigating what legal measures are open 
to us." 


The Jets management meanwhile said it 


earlier had barred CBS from 
broadcasting 


the game for fear of a sympathy walkout 
by unionized stadium workers. 


A spokesman for the Jets said the team 


management had told the network Sunday 
morning that it would not be allowed to 
televise the game because unionized ticket 
sellers, ushers, plumbers, electricians 
and 


other workers threatened to walk out over 
the presence of a non-union CBS crew 
there. 


He said the network complied with the 


directive and removed its personnel from the 
stadium. 


A CBS spokesman refused to comment 


on the Jets' claim that it had asked the 
networl to cancel its coverage. 


The team representative said the network 


had been informed about 11 a.m. EST of 
the difficulty with the stadium unions and 
had agreed not to broadcast the game. The 
network 
spokesman, 
however, 
said 
the 


decision was made shortly after the alleged 
violence occurred about 12:15 p m. 


Both the team and CBS spokesman and 


other 
stadium officials 
said 
there were 


reports of scuffling between pickets and non- 
striking workers outside the stadium, but 
police said they had no reports of violence 
and had made no arrests. 


The network spokesman said the game 


had been scheduled to be broadcast live to 
areas in the northeastern United States with 
New York City and an area within a 90-mile 
radius blacked out. 


The Jets-Saints telecast was replaced by 


the New York Giants-Cincinnati game from 
Cincinnati, CBS said. No other games were 
affected. 


It 
was the second time a television 


broadcast of a Jets game was canceled since 
the technicians went on sirike last Nov. 3. 
The Jets-Washington Redskins game Nov. 5 
was canceled. CBS said, when transmission 
cables were cut at Shea Stadium. Police took 
tihree pickets into custody at the stadium 
that day, one for allegedly tampering with 
a cable. 


Supervisory personnel have been manning 


cameras 
and performing other 
technical 


functions since members of the Radio and 
Television Broadcast Engineers, International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, struck the 
network. 


The key issue in the walkout involves a 


junsdictional question, with CBS seeking to 
assign new technological functions m graphic 
arts and video tape editing to employes who 
are not members of the striking union.
